‘ Is Not One of Biggest but 
Others May Follow. 


By the Associated Press. 
ROME, July 2. —The Italian Gov- 


ernment today, without previous 
notice, increased the import duty 
of automobiles between 110 and 
120 per cent. Notice cf the in- 
crease was published in the Offi- 
cial Gazette. 

The representatives here of for- 
eign motor-car manufacturers, par- 
ticularly the Americans, were 
thrown into much excitement by 
the new schedules. 

The rates were published on June 
30, but passed unnoticed by the 
public, so that the new schedule 
had been in effect 36 hours before 
the information reached motor cir- 
cles. 

The unprecedently heavy customs 
duties were considered by agents of 
American manufacturers here as a 
form cf retaliation against the new 
American tariff schedules. 

' The new rates were applied par- 
ticularly to small cars. The aver- 
age duty on Ford cars was in- 
creased from 7000 lire (the Italian 
lira is worth about 6 cents Amer- 


ican) to 16,000 lire. The percen- 
tage on higher-priced cars was 
somewhat _less. The highest- 


priced model of one line, for ex- 
ample, was covered with a tariff 
increase of from 25,000 lire to 33,- 
000 lire. 

The new schedule was in the form 
of a rcyal decree signed by the 
King, the Premier and other heads 
of the Government. 

It was executed to go into effect 
immediately and be presented later 
to the Italian Parliament for con- 
version into law. 

It was understood that the de- 
cree had been drawn up at a spe- 
cial committee meeting on June 
27, after a meeting of the Council 
of Ministers the day before. Nc an- 
nouncement regarding tariff 
changes followed the action, it be- 
ing left to fall like a thunderbolt 
upon the automobile industry. 


Italy Not One of Biggest Markets, 
but Others May Follow. 

DETROIT, July 2.—Leaders in 
the automobile industry here gen- 
erally accepted the announcement 
of the increased Italian tariff on 
motor cars as fulfillment of fore- 
casts made during the discussion 
of the Hawley-Smoot bill. 

Alvin McCauley, president of 
| the National Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce, while declining ‘to 
discus the probable effect on the 
industry, said that Italy is “not 
one of the biggest markets by any 
means,” but that the increased 
tariff might be an encouragement 
to other countries to follow.

TWO IMPORTANT WORDS LEFT 
OUT OF BRIDGE ORDINANCE 


Amendment to Be Necessary to In- 
sert “Per Annum” After 
$200,000. 

Somebody left out the words ‘per 
annum” at a critical point in the 
Eads Bridge highway ordinance, 
and the Board of Adldermen passed 
the measure without noticing the 
omission. As a result, the- ordi- 
nance provides that the city can 
contract with the Terminal Asso- 
ciation to remove all traffic tolls 
on the bridge for $200,000—just 
one payment of $200,000, so far as 
the ordinance shows. 

The agreement between Term- 

inal officers and city officials, on 
which the bill was based, was that 
the city should pay $140,000 a 
year to nave the tolls removed on 
passenger vehicles not run for hire, 
and pedestrians; and $200,000 a 
year if it wished all tolls, includ- 
ing those on street cars, taxicabs 
and freight-hauling vehicles, re- 
moved. The bill, as drawn, con- 
tains the words “per annum” aft- 
er the $149,000, but not after the 
$200,000. 
City Counselor Muench, after his 
attention was called to the omis- 
sion today, said it would require 
correction by an amendment. If it 
were not amended, it would not be 
binding on the Terminal Associa- 
tion, which could refuse to make 
a contract on terms not satisfac- 
tory to it.

—1,844,881, a gain of 257,978, or 

16.2 per cent. For the first time 

in the State’s history, the ma- 

jority of its population is urban 
rather than rural. This is by the 
census definition of urban popu- 
lation as that which is in towns 
of 2500 or more. 

St. Louis County—212,000, by 

a close estimate based on official 

figures, making a gain of 111,- 

263, or 110.4 per cent. Four of 

the five townships had been an- 

nounced previously and it was 
learned today that Carondelet 

Township, the fifth, has about 

32,000 inhabitants. The gain for 

Carondelet Township is about 

13,600, or 74 per cent. 

Metropolitan zone — 1,290,118, 
a gain of 218,708, or 20.4 per 

cent, in the decade. This in- 

cludes the cities of St. Louis and 
St. Charles and the more popul- 
ous industrial and suburban sec- 
tions of St. Clair, Madison and 
St. Louls counties. If the whole 
of these three counties is includ- 
ed, the figure is 1,341,934, a 
gain of 216,382, or 19.2 per cent. 
Official Check Begun. 

An official test check of the St. 
Louis census was begun today un- 
der direction of Field Supervisor 
Ellsworth, sent here by the Cen- 
sus Bureau in response to the com- 
plaint of the Chamber of Com- 
merce that the preliminary offi- 
cial announcement of 818,252 as 
the city’s population did not rep- 
resent the true size cf St. Louis. 

If the check, to be made in 10 
wards, shows that enumerators 
were careless in their work, Ells- 
worth announced, the whole wards 
will be re-enumerated, and if there 
is still reason to believe an accurate 
showing was not made for the city, 
the entire city will be enumerated 
again, he declared. Census offi- 
cials have not been convinced by 
the variety of statistics offered by 
the chamber that an appreciable 
mistake was made here, but they 
are prepared to correct the error 
if it is found to exist. 

The nature of the check started 
today should shcw readily whether 
any general carelessness -occurred 
in the original enumeration, Ells- 
worth said. This phase of the work 
will be finished in 10 days, he esti- 
mated. It is being conducted in 
the First, Second, Eleventh, 
Twelfth, Thirteenth, Fourteenth, 
Fifteenth, Twenty-first, Twenty- 
second and Twenty-eighth wards. 
These wards, in the northern, 
southern, western and northwestern 
parts of the city, are those in 
which the Chamber of Commerce is 
particularly inclined to believe 
there are greater populations than 
those heretofore. announced. A 
number of city blocks in each ward 
will be covered by the test check. 

City’s Gain Disappoints, ‘ 
St. Louis gained only 5.8 per cent 
in population in the last decade, 
on the basis of the preliminary fig- 
ure, although it had been expected 
by civic organizations that the 
gain would be about 12 per cent. 
The metropolitan zone as a whole 
gained 20.4 per cent, including a 
growth which more than doubled 
the number of residents of St. 
Louis County. It was anticipated 
that the suburban portions of the 
zone, on both sides vf the Mississip- 
pi, would show greater rates of 
gain than St. Louis..

FOUND SHOT DEAD) 
ACCIDENT THEORY 


Harry Vou Stein Grover 
Apparently Had Been 


Cleaning Old Revolver 
When Shell Exploded. 


Harry von Stein Grover, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis County Auto 
Co. of Clayton, was shot and killed 
shortly before noon today in the 
living room of his farmhouse near 
Ferguson, under circumstances 
which indicated his death was ac- 
cidental. 

His body-was found on the floor 
beside a window. An old revolver 
containing one discharged cart- 
ridge lay beside him and other 
cartridges, apparently from the 
same weapon, lay on the window 
sill. 

The circumstances indicated that 
Grover had taken the revolver to 
the window intending to examine 
it, had removed the cartridges and 
was looking into the rusty barrel 
when it was discharged. He was 
shot through the head, the bullet 
entering over the right eye. 

Grover was pronounced dead by 
Dr. C, O. Hughes of Ferguson who 
was summoned from Ferguson 
where Grover resided with his fam- 
ily at 433 Adams avenue. The farm 
is about a mile north of Ferguson. 

Expert On Firearms. 

Grover, who was 45 years old, 

is survived by his widow and two 
grown daughters. He has been in 
the automobile business at 7919 
Forsythe avenue, Clayton, for many 
years, having formerly been in the 
business at Ferguson. He was con- 
sidered an expert in firearms, hav- 
ing made a hobby of big game 
hunting. The walls of his show- 
room are decorated with the heads 
of animals he has taken on various 
expeditions. 
During the World War, Grover 
was one of few American citizens 
to have the unusual expetience of 
serving with the German forces. 
Shortly before the outbreak of the 
war in 1914, he went to Germany 
to purchase a 180-horsepower rac- 
ing car and bring it to this coun- 
try to engage in automobile racing. 
War was declarea and Grover and 
his car were pressed into service 
for several months while his fam- 
ily worried about his whereabouts. 
After five months, he returned 
with a third-class cross, a uniform 
and the scar of a slight bullet 
wound.

Detective Says Fostor Gave Pistol 
to Lingle’s Slayer.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., July 2.— 
Five Chicago gangsters are in jail 
here today pending extradition pro- 
ceedings against their leader, 
Frankie Foster, wanted in connec- 
tion with the murder of Alfred J. 
Lingle, newspaper reporter. 

Foster, informed he had been in- 
dicted for the murder af Lingle, 
yawned and. said: “Oh, yeah? Well, 
somebody had to be the goat. I 
was handy, so they elected me.” 
Foster said he would not fight ex- 
tradition. Scherping said he “had 
plenty on Foster.” 

Foster insisted the pistol used to 
kill Lingle and subsequently traced 
to him was taken from him by 
Chicago police more than a year 
ago and never returned. Foster also 
asserted he arrived here a few 
weeks before the Lingle killing. 

Marvin Apler and Herman Wal- 
ters, the others arrested, presum- 
ably came here with Foster. They 
said Foster planned to enter’. the 
beer game on a large scale. Wal- 
ters described himself as an indus- 
trial engineer. 

Mrs. Frankie Foster, wife of the 
leader, was booked for investiga- 
tion, but police said she was not 
wanted in Chicago. 

Edgar Dudley, Chicago police de- 
tective, who aided in the roundup 
here, said: 

“We know Foster gave the gun 
to Lingle’s slayer, and he {s known 
to have been in the subway 10 min- 
utes before the reporter was shot. 
He took care of the guns for Bugs 
Moran.” 7 

Foster was caught fn a trap laid 
in his own apartment by Chicago 
and Los Angeles detectives. 

The officers trailed an automo- 
bile from Hollywood to an apart- 
ment house in the fashionable Wil- 
shire district. The young woman's 
arrest followed. More than 50 de- 
tectives, headed by Leo M. Ander- 
son and John Scherping of Chica- 
‘go, hid in and near the building. 

Foster and his bodyguard, Davis, 
were taken as they approached 
their apartment shortly after mid- 
night Monday. The other three 
were apprehended earlier in the 
evening in an adjoining suite. None 
of the gangsters were armed, and 
not a shot was fired.

The Hunters have reaped a 
profit of more than $10,000 from 
their venture, of which $8400 is 
from an oil company. The com- 
pany is giving the flyers $100. an 
hour for every hcur over the pre- 
vious world’s record. The Colum- 
bia Broadcasting System last night 
at 5 o’clock began paying the fly- 
ers $1 a minute. The.emainder 
comes from an individual who is 
giving $1 an hour for every hour 
over the record. The radio con- 
tract calls for two broaicasts daily 
at 11 a. m. and 5 p. m. 

Offers by wire and mail con- 
tinue to come in. One, from a 
movie company, is in excess of 
$30,000 for a picture. There are 
many theater offers. 

New Supply Plane Ordered. 

Motor trouble with the supply 
ship threatened to end the endur- 
ance flight of the Hunter biothers 
at the 496th hour. The Big Ben, 
warming -up for the first morning 
contact ‘with the City of Chicago 
over Sky Harbor, sputtered and 
died, but a few minutes’ work put 
the engine in tune and Walter and 
Albert Hunter went aloft with 50 
gallons of gasoline for their broth- 
ers. / . 

The refueling ship was  pro- 
nounced to be in good condition, 
but as a precautionary measure 
the Hunter brothers of the ground 
said a new plane had been or- 
dered in readiness from the &Stin- 
son plant in case the Big Ben 
should fail. 

The two planes had not been in 
contact since 8:40 o'clock last night 
and the plane’s fuel supply was 
extremely low. John and Kenneth 
kept the City of Chicago sweeping 
smoothly across the clear sky while 
their brothers made a quick 
change of spark plugs and started 
the refueling ship again. The Big 
Ben had caused some concern last 
night when it began missing, and 
after the final contact in the air 
the mechanics began grooming it 
for today’s flights. 

The refueling was accomplished 
at 7:30 a. m. and the City of Chi- 
cago flew away for another day’s 
grind, after its 190th contact. Not 
all of these contacts, however, have 
been with the Big Ben. Radio- 
equipped planes and Dale Jackson's 
St. Louis Robin having sent lines 
aboard the endurance plane. 

Earlier, a conference of Albert 
and Walter Hunter, the crew of the 
refueling ship, with others inter- 
ested in the flight, disclosed that 
three cylinders of the endurance 
plane’s motor which had not been 
getting oil for three days had been 
fitted with new oil feed pipes and 
were now working smoothly. 

Among the congratulatory mes- 
Sages received yesterday was one 
from Col, Charles A. Lindbergh, 
who in the days when he was 
“Sim” and an air mail pilot, barn- 
stormed several times with the 
Hunter brothers. 

The mark of 500 hours held no 
satisfaction for the brother-pilots, 
now that they have surpassed by 
severa] days the record of Dale 
Jackson and Forest O’Brine, 420 
hours and 21 minutes, made in the 
St. Louis Robin. 

The flyers have repeatedly de- 
clared that they would try to re- 
main aloft until July 4, at least. 

In view of the nearly 21 days’ 
wear on the motor, the ground 
crew said the City of Chicago 


would circle close to Sky Harbor 
Airport so that a landing on the | 


field could be made in the event of 
motor trouble. [Tor the record to 
be recognized by the National 
Aeronautical Association, the land- 
ing must be made from the take- 
off field. 

A brisk murket has swept over 
Sky Harbor. Dinner in the only 
available restaurant nearby has 
been boosted from cents to 
$1.85; the fashionable Russian 
rendezvous, the Petrushka Club’s 
roof garden at the airport, plays 
to constant night crowds; the ped- 
dlers of hot dogs have cluttered 
the lot and a group of sleep-eyed 
newspaper reporters and photog- 
raphers are constantly on hand. 

The managerial and financial 
backeround of the flight was pub- 
licized yesterday. Wilson Herren 
of Barrington, Ill, is flight man- 
ager and Walter E. Conroyd of 
Chicago, the principal backer. To 
date, between $30,000 and $35,000 
has been invested in the endurance 
flight. 

No contracts of any kind have 
been signed as yet by the backers 
or the brother pilots, Herren said. 
The ground crew brothers were 
contracted at $100 a week each 
and are to receive a 10 per cent 
cut in the flight's profits. 

The Hunter brothers showed no 
fear of losing their new record 
after receiving word from _ 5t. 
Louis that Jackson and O’Brine 
planned to take off July 13 in an 
attempt to surpass the recorc of 
the “City of Chicago.’ After a 
note was sent up telling them of 
the St. Louis flight, the brothers 
dropped down the following note, 
addressed to O’Brine and Jackson:

three weeks. By means of a short 
wave hook-up with another plane 
Kenneth and John broke up the 
monotony of ceaseless circling by 
talking to their relatives below. 

As the flyers’ twentieth day 
came to a close’a third plane bear- 
ing Dale Jackson sent good wishes 
to the champions. | 

Fog and fain, a half dozen con- 
tacts with their refueling plane, 
and a loose bolt gave the flyers 


}some anxious moments during the 


day. Walter and Albert took up a 
special wrench and detailed in- 
structions for the repair of the 
bolt jarred loose by the long grind. 

Shortly after noon a Curtiss 
Pigeon plane flew close to the City 
of Chicago and tet down a micro- 
phone and the flyers spoke. The 
short wave was picked up in the 
hangar and rebroadcast. Then 
the mother and sister spoke to 
John and Kenneth, who have a re- 
celving set aboard their plane.

INSURANCE RATES 


Grants Temporary Injunc- 
tion Against State Inter- 
ference ‘but Orders Pre- 


mium Money Impounded. 


By the Associated Press. ‘ 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 2.— 


Stock fire insurance companies op- 
erating in Missouri today obtained 
a temporary injunction in Federal 


Court which prohibits state officials 
from interfering with the putting 
into effect of a rate increase of 
16 2-3 per cent. 

The order also provides that 
money received by the companies 
under the rate increase for policies 
shall be impounded pending per- 
manent settlement of the rate dis- 
pute which has continued in this 
State for cight years. 

The injunction was granted by 
three Judges, Judge Kimbrough 
Stone of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals presided. Sit- 
ting with him were Judge Albert 
L. Reeves and Judge Merrill E. 
Otis of Federal District, Court. 

J. B. Thompson, State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance, contested 
the injunction petition, holding his 
department had not had sufficient 
time to investigate the need for 
the rate increase. The Court, how- 
ever, held that Thompson’s point 
was not well taken because the 
companies had notified the Insur- 
ance Department in December, 
1929, of their intention to make 
the higher rate effective last Feb. 
1. 


Thompson suspended the pro- 
posed rate increase last February 
to June 1 and later refused to 
approve the increase of 16 2-3 
per cent. The insurance compa- 
nies filed injunction proceedings 
May 30. 

W. S. MeTaicas, Kansas City, 
was named in the injunction order 
as agent for the Court to-have 
charge of the impounded premium 
money. His bond was set at $100,- 
000. Fhe three Judges were ex- 
pected to announce later today the 
date on which the temporary in- 
junction will be made returnable. 

The impounded money, 
Thompson estimated would exceed 
$3,000,000 a year, will be kept in 


depositories selected by McLucas, 


and will draw interest at a rate of 
2% per cent.

‘PAPER PROFIT’ OF $31,578 


Superintendent Estimates Value of 
Rock and Labor Supplied 
in Report. 

A “paper profit’ of $31,578.80 
in the operation of the City Work- 
house during the fiscal year ended 
April 9 is shown by the annual re- 
port of Superintendent EB. c. 
Freeze, who estimated the value 
of rock and labor supplied by the 
institution for public work. 

The balance sheet shows ex- 


penditures of $164,819 and gross 
earnings of $196,397.80. Of the 
earnings, $103,755 represents the 
market value of rock taken from 
the Workhouse quarry and used by 
the city, and $82,642.80 the value 
of the work of inmates assigned 
to the public parks and other. in- 
stitutions. 

The number of inmates averaged 
366, or .026 per cent less than the 
previous year.

In 1920 the State had an urban 
population of 1,586,903 and a rural 
population of 1,817,152, a total of 
3,404,055. It has about 1,785,000 
rural population now, so that there 
has been a noticeable decrease 
among country inhabitants in the 
last decade, while there has been a 
large gain in the urban class, ac- 
counting for the estimated increase 
in the State’s total population. 

The 37 cities of 5000 or more 
have an aggregate of 1,724,292 in- 
habitants, leaving 120,589 persons 
in 34 cities between 2500 and 5000.

WASHINGTON, July 2. —- With 
little opposition in evidence, the 
House late yesterday adopted two 
of the three unemployment bills 
sponsored by Senator Wagner 
(Dem.) of New York. One Dill 
provides for the compilation of 
complete and trustworthy unem- 
ployment’ statistics by the Labor 
Department, and another for the 
regulating of public construction 
in a way to create work in times 
of business depressions. 

The third bill, opposed by Chair- 
man Graham of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, would create a Federal em- 
ployment service. Graham did not 
report the measure yesterday, al- 
though it had been approved by a 
majority of his committee. 

Congressman John J. Cochran 
(Dem.) of St. Louis cited unem- 
ployment conditions in St. Louis to 
show the-necessity of immediate 
work on public buildings. 

50,000 Jobless in St. Louis.” 

“The number of unemployed in 
my city,” said Cochran, “has been 
placed at over 50,000 and this is 
a conservative estimate, according 
to many wééll informed. It has 
reached such proportions that la- 
bor organizations are considering 
limiting the hours of work for its 
members so that their fellow 
craftsmen, out of work, will get an 
opportunity to earn sufficient for 
existence, 

“What we should do before ad- 
journment is to provide jobs for the 
unemployed, You say how can that 
be done? We have authorized 
many projects running into the bil- 
lions of dollars, but in these laws 
we also provided that the work was 
to be completed within a certain 
number of years. Some called for 
.a 10-year program, others a five- 
year program. 

“Why not consider doing these 
jobs in a year or two years or three 
years. Again you say, where will 
the money come from? If neces- 
Sary, arrange for a bond issue to 
carry out the authorizations. Why 
delay flood control work 10 yeara? 
Put enough men to work and you 
can do the job in two years. 

Need Employment Now. 

The same applies to the rivers 
and harbor authorizations. People 
can not secure food on promises of 
work two, three or 5 years hence. 
What they want now and what they 
must have is employment. 

“Congress has created a great 
public-building program. Several 
years ago you authorized’'a now 
Federal building in St. Louis. The 
money was appropriated for the 
site and a year ago the money was 
apprcepriated for the building. 

“The Treasury Department has 
not even acquired the site. After 
over a year of dickering with the 
property owners condemnation pro- 
ceedings ‘were instituted. In ‘sev- 
eral months the site will be in the 
hands of the Government. Just 
think of it—about two years to ac- 
qiure the site. 

“This is a national problem, and 
we should not go home until we 
have done something to alleviate 
existing conditions.”’

Before final returns were in, the 
Citizens’ Committee, headed by 
James Simpson, president of Mar- 
shall Field & Co., sent out word to 
get busy and build. 

The Amalgamated Transit Co. 
has pledged $200,000,000 in im- 
provements in the next 10 years. 
Samuel Insull, whose interests 
control the new company, said his 
engineers had prepared working 
plans two months ago and were 
ready to start action. 

“We want the subways started 
as soon as possible,’ declared the 
aldermanic committee favoring the

WASHINGTON, July 2.—Legis- 
lation contemplated 18 years for 
the preservation of the navy’s 
most valuable oil reserve has 
reached the House from its Naval 
Committee. 
The bill, designed for the pro- 
tection of reserve No. 1 at Elk | 
Hills, Cal., will not be pressed at 
this session. The committee in- 
tends that its report should serve 
as a declaration of congressional 
policy. 
The measure, introduced at the 
request of the Navy Department 
by Chairman Britten, would per- 
mit the acquisition of privately 
owned land in the heart of reserve 
No. 1 either through exchange or 
through purchase with royalty oils. 
Of the 38,068 acres comprising 
the reserve, the Government holds 
30,996 with 5982 acres patented 
by private interests and 1090 leased 
by private interests. The Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of California possesses 
5262 acres of the patented land. 
Development of the private lands 
in the reserve, it was contended, 
would reduce the value of the na- 
val lands as reserves through 
drainage.

‘the way their northern neighbor 
was being hauled over the coa's. 

Pierre Etienne Flandin, French 
Minister of Commerce told the As- 
sociated Press that France relied 
upon the American sense of fair- 
ness for an equitable adjustment 
of tariffs. France, he said, has 
complete confidence in the “sense 
and equity of justice in the United 
States” in connection with tariff 
as in all other international ques- 
tions. 

“That is why,” he declared, 
“France is looking forward serene- 
ly with the calm expectation that 
the American Tariff Commission 
under the flexibility clause of the 
new tariff bill will take into ac- 
count the outstanding fact that cost 
of production in France on goods 
exported to the United States has 
increased considerably since the 
war.”’

The greatest difficulty in the 
short putt arises out of the fact 


that, if we allow for the roll of 


the green, the stroke must be so 
delicate and the blow so _ gentile 
because, of ene meager space to be 
traversed. 

To strike a crisp and firm, wae 
at the same time gentle blow, re- 
quires the very ultimate degree of 
touch, and firm hitting is the es- 
sence of gcod putting. 

Bat for the putter of less extreme 
delicacy there is always open the 
method of spanking the ball into 
the back of the cup. Indeed, where 
there is a bit of roll to the green, I 
think that is the best method. If 
we endeavcr to borrow on a short 
putt, there is always the danger of 


an error in gauging the speed which > 


will be sufficient to allow the ball 
to fall cff below the hole, or if we 
have hit it too hard, to keep it 
from taking the fall until it has 
passed the cup. 

The mental attitude in which we 
approach a short putt has a lot to 
de with our success. When we 
walk up to a putt of 10 or 15 feet, 
we are usually intent upon holing 
it. We know we shan't feel badly 
if we miss, so our entire attention 
is devcted to the problem of get- 
ting the ball into the cup. But it 
is quite different when the putt is 
only a yard long. Then we know 
that we ought to hole it easily, and 
yet we cannot fail to recognize the 
possibility of a miss. Instead of 
being determined to put the ball 
into the hole, we become consumed 
with the fear cf failing to do so. 
Our determination, if we may call 
it such, is negative. We are trying 
not to miss the putt, rather than 
to hole it.

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| MR. HOOVER AND PUBLIC WORKS. 
Current periods of business depression, we are com- 
ing to see, need not be passively accepted as an in- 
escapable plague, but may be, in a measure, averted 
by deliberate economic planning on a national scale. 
Federal, state and local governments themselves 
possess a powerful weapon which they might use 
to incur a greater degree of business stability. The 
Committee on Economic Changes of the President's 
conference on unemployment points out that public 
expenditures on permanent improvements each year 
represent from 35 to 40 per cent of the total volume 


tion. About $3,500,000,000 is expended annually and 
about 900,000 men are directly employed on public 
works. In the past, however, public building activity 
has followed the course of the business cycle. In good 


| times money has been borrowed, taxes have been in-- 


creased and ambitious construction projects have been 
undertaken. * In bad times, on the contrary, taxes 
have been cut and the program of public works has 
been restricted. 

Now, however, the realization is growing that 
business stability demands a policy which is exactly 
the opposite. At the height of prosperity, labor and 
capital should be released by the state to private em- 
ployment, in.order that the over-expansion of indus- 
trial activity may not be carried to too great lengths. 
At the approach of depression, however, public con- 
struction should be expanded and increasing numbers 
of men should be employed on public works. Such 
employment would increase the purchasing power in 
the hands of labor, stimulate the demands for the 
products of private industry, and effectively prevent 
the depths of depression which might otherwise en- 
sue. 

Any such program, to be sure, would require the 
conscious co-operation of Federal, state and local 
governments and deliberate, advanced long-range 
planning of public works in order that their use as 
a balance wheel for industry might be properly timed. 
We scarcely dare admit that such foresight surpasses 
the capacity of political administration. The Com- 
mittee on Economic Changes, indeed, shows that pub- 
lic construction has been increased rather than re- 
duced. During the present depression contracts 
awarded for public works and public utilities during 
the first four months of 1930 showed an increase of 
30 per cent over the corresponding period of 1929. 
The Department of Commerce also reports that the 
total expended for public works during the past six 
months has amounted to $1,700,000,000, a figure which 
exceeds that for the first six months of 1929 by as 
much as $200,000,000. 

The use of public works as a stabilizing influence 
has long been a major interest of President Hoover. 
As Secretary of Commerce he sat as chairman of the 
Committee on Economic Changes which has just is- 
sued an excellent report on the subject. Before his 
inauguration he sent a plea for the plan to the Con- 
ference of Governors through Gov. Brewster of Maine. 
In his Washington conferences following the stock 
market crash he urged the continuation and exten- 
sion of public construction. He has told the Confer- 
ence of Governors now meeting at Salt Lake City that 
the plan is necessary “to maintain security of em- 
ployment, to maintain consumption of goods, to thus 
contribute to economic stability and above all to 
relieve hardship.” He says that it “adds to the se- 
curity of the home in this time of stress” and that 
it “adds courage and hope in time of adversity.” 
Unfortunately, he has not turned his hand over to 
get the Wagner bills for relief of unemployment past 
the partisan obstructionist tactics of the administra- 
tion-controlled House of Representatives. Neverthe- 
less, the pressure upon the Longworth-Tilson-Snell 
combine has become so great that the House yester- 
day passed two of the bills and sent the third back to 
the Senate for compromise. Mr. Hoover could have 
greatly increased public confidence in his desire to do 
something for unemployment had he given more than 
lip service to these bills. If they are to be passed 
before Congress adjourns thanks will not be due to 
him but to the force of public opinion. 
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AN OLD-FASHIONED FIGHTER. 

John Schwake, yclept the Webster Groves Thun- 
derbolt, now understands how Hercules felt when 
he tackled Hydra, the fabled monster on whom two 
heads grew whenever Hercules hewed off one. Tim 
Charles, a Louisville fighter unknown to fame, out- 
weighed by 22 pounds, was still exchanging blows 
with John at the end of the tenth round of their 
Monday evening fight although the plodding Teuton 
had floored him six times. Twice Tim was saved 
by the bell from what seemed to be a certain knock- 
out: Four times, to John’s amazement and perplex- 
ity, he rose just before the fatal 10 count to resume 
the battle, like a troop of light horse cavalry charg- 
ing a battery of Big Berthas. 

We fear Tim, with his notions of how a man 
should act under fire, is hopelessly old-fashioned. 
Nowadays the young tycoons of swat avoid being 
mussed up by landing or receiving a foul blow when 
the going gets rough, or by lounging complacently 
on the canvas until the referee finishes the count. 
They are far more concerned with the gate receipts 
than with that quality of which they believe discre- 
tion is the better part. So here’s to Tim and the 
spirit of Louisville. 
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RECLAIMING THE CONVICT. 

The convict who is released from prison faces a 
difficult problem of readjustment to community life. 
He has lost his place in society. For months he has 
been living an abnormal, artificial existence. 
Usually he has little meney and few friends save his 
associates in crime. Even if he desires to go 
straight, it will be difficult for him to do so. Ber- 
nard Shaw has graphically pictured the prisoner's 
plight in one of the prefaces, where he writes: 


He is flung out of the prison into the streets to 
earn his living in a labor market where nobody 
will employ an ex-prisoner. Betraying himself 
at every turn by his ignorance of the common 
news of the months or years he has passed with- 
out newspapers, lamed in speech, and terrified 
by the unaccustomed task of providing roof and 
lodging for himself, there is only one lucrative 
occupation available for him and that is crime. 
He seeks the only calling in which he is wel- 
come, the society of criminals, and sooner or’ 
later, according to his luck, he finds himself in 
pNson again. The criminal, far from being de- 
terred from crime, is forced into it, and the citi- 
zen whom his punishment was meant to pro- 
tect suffers from his depredations. 


According to Gov. Caulfield’s recent announce- 
ment, convicts who are released from‘ the Missouri 
Penitentiary in the future under the seven-twelfths 
rule, known as the merit system, wéll be subject to 


the same organized supervision which is required in 
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of expenditure for all public and private construc-| 


Welfare organizations will be enlisted to aid them in 
obtaining honest employment and in re-establishing 
themselves in free life. The change, says the Gov- 
ernor, grows out of a desire to give better and more 
helpful protection to men and women leaving the 
penitentiary while they are readjusting themselves. 
This program is in line with the best principles of 
protective penology. It should yield dividends in 
greater security to law-abiding citizens.

Because he is no longer the official prophet of 
prosperity, which was for so long his political fetish, 
it does not follow that Mr. Coolidge is ungrieved by 
the cruel fate that has befallen this party prop. 

He thinks we are sorely afflicted with jaundice, 
too fault finding with the powers that be. Our own 
opinion is not that we are too fault finding, but that 
we did not begin finding fault soon enough. We 
would have been much better off had we stopped the 
Anti-Saloon League at the outset, instead of supinely 
sitting by while it set up a super-government in the 
United States. We would have been better off, too, 
had we pricked the pretty bubble that prosperity is 
something politics make before we carried that fal- 
lacy to such extremes as it enjoyed when Mr. Coo- 
lidge was in the White House. We would also have 
been better off had we taken more interest in the 
Supreme Court before it enunciated the theory that 
public utilities are worth what it would cost to repro- 
duce them and thus turned loose upon the country the 
greatest pack of wolves that ever ran in any land. 
After all, Mr. Hoover is only the victim of that make- 
believe which for seven years maintained Mr. Cool- 
idge as the arbiter of our national fortunes. His is 
not an enviable heritage.

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A WRONG RIGHTED. 


For three years John Ulrich, a World War veteran 


of New Haven, Conn., has been trying to get his 
wife, a German girl, into the United States. When 
@ passport visa was requested, it was found that 
she was an undesirable alien, having been guilty of 
“moral turpitude.” At the age of 14, In Germany’s 
post-war chaos, she had stolen some bread when 
hungry and had committed two similar trifling of- 
fenses. The German Government presented a certi- 
ficate of good character, but immigration authori- 
ties were adamant. Appeals to the lower courts 
and the Supreme Court were fruitless. Now, after 
a fight of three years, Ulrich has won passage of a 
special act by Congress permitting his wife to en- 
ter the country. This pair, separated for three years 
by the technical quibbles of our immigration act, now 
are to be reunited. 

The folly of the “moral turpitude” clause in our 
immigratioén code was never more clearly shown than 
in the Ulrich case. The lofty moral standards set 
on visitors and foreign-born wives of citizens have 
served in many instances to harass honest persons 
who had been guilty of a misstep at some time in 
their past history. Mr. Ulrich, a man of means, 
was able to fight his battle through the courts and 
to bring it impressively before Congress. His vic- 
tory sets a precedent that may be of great service 
in bringing about a general revision. 
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SAVE THE OLD COURTHOUSE. 

One thing upon which we hope the people of St. 
Louis and their representatives in the municipal gov- 
ernment will have a fixed determination: that is the 
preservation of the old courthouse. 

There are two overwhelming reasons why the old 
courthouse should be preserved. One is its historical 
interest and significance. It is the connecting link 
between old St. Louis—the town—and new St. Louis 
—the metropolis of the Mississippi Valley, destined 
to become in Greater St. Louis one of the largest 
cities in the Union. The old courthouse is more than 
a mere landmark; it is a historic center, around 
which are gathered a host of associations from the 
days when it was the mart of the slave trade to the 
present. It is celebrated in literature. 

Another reason is the beauty of the building. In 
proportions it is an architectural gem. The dome and 
building are perfectly harmonious. Inside the dome 
are the mural paintings of Carl Wimar, invaluable 
from an art standpoint, which would be lost if the 
building were destroyed. It would be stupid folly 
of the worst kind, if this beautiful historic structure 
were destroyed. Every remaining relic of the pio- 
neer days of America is now carefully preserved, and 
the razing of this exceptionally interesting and fine 
type of building would be regarded by the country 
as barbarous. It would bring St. Louis into con- 
tempt. 

We do not pretend to judge the rights of the city 
and the Chouteau-Lucas heirs in the land and build- 
ing. We are inclined to believe that the city can retain 
possession. Although the land was granted specifical- 
ly for a courthouse, it was granted for public uses 
and has been used for its specific purpose. In the 
changes of time the usefulness of the specific pur- 
pose of such grants passes, but public use for other 
purposes remains. The original grantor expected the 
city to retain perpetual possession. 

Henri Chouteau, in his letter to the Mayor, speak- 
ing for himself at least and indirectly for the heirs, 
says his purpose in attempting to regain title is to 
dedicate the building to some dignified pub- 
lic use, @ museum, for instance. Why regain title? 
Why not leave the land and building in the possession 
of the city to be devoted to museum purposes? The 
building must have a custodian and be maintained in 
repair. The city is the proper custodian. The city can 
maintain it as a museum. It may be endowed for 
that purpose. 
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PROHIBITION AS A MEAL TICKET. 

Now that he is no longer on the payroll, Maj. 
Maurice Campbell, former prohibition administrator 
for New York, announces himself as favoring the 
repeal of the eighteenth amendment. He says the 
dry service is rotten with politics, thus echoing his 
predecessor, Chester P. Mills, who, upon resigning 
in 1927, characterized the prohibition service as “a 
party spoils system.” How many other insiders, one 
wonders, who feel the same way as Messrs. Camp- 
bell and Mills, are keeping mum because prohibition

nomic transformation caused by mass 

production upon American trade unions 
is suggested by a recent article in the 
American Federationist, the monthly maga- 
zine of the American Federation of Labor. 
This is the attitude of the federation to- 
ward scientific management in industry. 
Fiercely resentful of the methods employed 
to sap the working vitality of the workers 
less than 20 years ago, the federation now 
accepts this robotizing tendency and is will- 
ing to co-operate with it. 

Geoffrey C. Brown, consulting engineer, 
presents the new attitude as “The -New 
Trade Unionism.” The author assumes that 
high wages depend upon the volume of pro- 
duction. Hence the “new unionism” co- 
operates with the owners to get the utmost 
production out of the workmen. 

This view is quite in contrast with the 
long protests of the unions against the 
“hideous so-called Taylor system of scien- 
tific management,” to quote the denuncia- 
tion of the A. F. of L. convention of 1913. 
The new attitude is another admission of 
the conquest’of mass production and tHe 
retreat of the old unionism. 

* 7 « 

Resentment continued to the end of the 
World War, when the unions became re- 
signed to the inevitable. The federation 
chiefs since 1898 had fought the introduction 
of Taylorism. But it rapidly invaded pri- 
vate industry, and has had an enormous ex- 
partsion in the great mass industries in 
which unionism is almost absent. 

Within less than a decade after Taylor- 
ism had become an accepted method of in- 
tensifying labor, those who experimented 
with #t were able to show decreasing labor 
cost ranging from 100 to more than 300 per 
cent and an increased output of similar per- 
centages, but there were no instances of 
proportional increase in wages. Labor in- 
come generally increased as a result of 
speeding up the application of bonus and 


e) NE very important effect of the eco- 


premium systems, but the gulf between the: 


moderate increase in labor income and the 
enormous gains of the proprietors was too 
evident. It was this fact as much as the 
teriffic strain on the workmen that was re- 
sponsible for the early protests against Tay- 
lorism. Moreover, by increasing the tasks 
of the workers a certain proportion of the 
labor force could be discharged and these 
jobless ones were a constant menace to any 
attempt to increase wages by striking. 
os * . 

The early stage of Taylorism was de- 
voted chiefly to a study ofthe workman. 
The physiologists studied him as a work 
animal and the engineers studied him in 
terms. of horsepower. The workman had a 
commodity, labor power, which he sold to 
the owners of industry, and G. F. Taylor 
was convinced that the purchasers did not 
use the commodity to fulf advantage. Mus- 
cular reactions and the motions of body, 
arms and legs were studied in order to elim- 
inate superfluous motiong and increase the 
output of the worker. Extra er ‘tion was 
also stimulated by various premium, bonus 
and piece-work systems till the maximum 
of output and human endurance was ascer- 
tained. A standard of efficiency was then 


‘ 


fixed and the gang-pace set for the em- 
ployes. : 

It is difficult to reconcile this Taylorism 
with unionism, as its merit lies in the mili- 


tary discipline which it fosters under plant’ 


overseers. It comes into conflict with union 
rules and conditions, which are intended to 
conserve the health, democracy and general 
welfare of the union members. For these 
reasons there must be more or less war be- 
tween the two if both are established in the 
same industry. 

It is, therefore, not surprising that Tay- 
lorism has swept the basic industries in one 
form or another, for it is in these industries 
that unionism is weakest, and in most of 
them it does not exist. Where Taylorism 
enters a unionized industry, the union im- 
mediately feels that it faces a menace, and 
it is compelled first to oppose proposed 


_ Changes and then to yield to many in order 


to avoid a test of power that is too often 
unpromising for the union. It is obvious 
that when the federation is willing to co- 
operate with Taylorism it seeks a precarious 
peace with what unionism has always re- 
garded as an antagonist. 

Since the end of the World War, tremen- 
dous strides have been made in perfecting 
Taylorism in American industries. 
physiologist and engineer have been added 
the psychologist, the chemist and other spe- 
ciglists whose combined experiments and 
studies are graphed, charted and indexed. 

What is significant of these plans, which 
are described in detail in a recent study, 
is that they are outlined with no mention 
whatever of trade unions. The unions are 
not considered a factor by the executives 
and experts who relate their experiences. 
The executives and experts appear to agree 
with the union members of nearly 20 years 
ago, that Taylorism and unionism are not 
members of the same happy family. 

~ . oo 

Considering these facts, one wonders 
from what source Mr. . Brown gets his 
optimism when he writes, ‘The principle of 
collective bargaining has become firmly im- 


. bedded now in the social mind of America, 


and ultimate unionization of American in- 
dustry on an unprecedented scale is only a 
matter of time.” The principle may be 
found in the “social mind of America,” but 
it is certainly not found in the greater in- 
dustries that dominate American life. These 
industries reveal the hierarchy of a new 
feudalism where military routine and the 
ethics of obedience are cultivated with a 
system of rewards and punishments intend- 
ed to enforce loyalty to the plant com- 
manders. 

To assume that a Nirvana of social peace 
has been reached in these industrial 
baronies and that the barons have accepted 
collective bargaining is tg indulge in wild 
utopian speculation. It is a quietism that 
sacrifices the future of the members of the 
unions by acting on an assumption that is 
contradicted by all the facts and trends of 
contemporary American industry. »

tion of the farms.” Burnett said 
the act was already affecting the 
manufacture and sale of merchan- 
dise in the textile industries. 

Caulfield then quoted from 
the answers sent by several gover- 
nors to his letters of inquiry. Gov.

employment for the prisoners was 
a serious prdblem. Gov. Trumbull 
of Connecticut and Warden Reed 
of that State reported “our major 
(prison) industries swept away at 
one stroke.” Similar unfavorable 
reports were received from Mary- 
land, Alabama, Kentucky, West 
Virginia’ and Florida. 

“Personally,” said Gov. Caulfield, 
“IT fell like calling on Senator 
Hawes and Mr. Cooper for sugges- 
tions.”” He considered it inevitable 
that the various states would en- 
act laws excluding prison products 
from their’ markets, lest they 
should find their markets glutted 
with such products. Such laws, 
he pointed out, must apply to the 
prison-made goods of the state it- 
self. The suggestion has been 
made that states may market their 
own prison-made goods while ex- 
cluding those of other states, but 
Gov. Caulfield did not believe it 
would be possible to discriminate 
in this way, under the provisions 
of the law, and under the Consti- 
tution. 

Two Systems Left. 


He predicted, therefore, that the 
result of the law would be to Go 
away with the prison contract la- 
bor system and the public account 
system, and would leave the public 
works and state-use systems as the 
only available ones. He outlined 
advantages and disadvantages of 
the public works system, mention- 
ing the objections of communities 
and of labor unions. Attempts to 
use Missouri convicts on public 
construction work have increased 
the cost of prison maintenance and 
caused financial loss to the state, 
he said. 

The State-use system is more 
promising, he said, and most of 
the states are turning to it, in view 
of the new law. The system has 
been in use in New York erince 
1896, Gov. Roosevelt reports, and 
has worked satisfactorily. Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, North Carolina and 
Montana also use this plan. 

“The situation, then, is not en- 
tirely hopeless,” the speaker said. 
“In fact, it is possible that the re- 
organization of prison industries 
may be found to be a benefit to 
the prison administration and the | 
prisoners, and to the State and its | 
institutions. The State-use systern | 
will no doubt result in gteater di- | 
versification, and this will give 
better training of the prisoners 
for after life.” He added that each | 
state would need to make a care- 
ful survey of its own situation, 
and of the possible market for 
prison - made products with the 
cities and counties. Some legisla- 
tion will be needed, he said. 

“We must, in effect, build our 
industries anew,” he said. “It. will | 
require expenditure of great sums 
of money. New factories, new rha- 
chinery, ne wsystems, perhaps 
some new buildings, must be pro- 
vided. Much of the investment in 
present equipment will be lost. 
And in the time it takes to make | 
the readjustment, prison industries | 
will be unsettled and operating at | 
a loss. | 

“That is the burden Congress 
has saddled upon the states by the 
Hawes-Cooper law. Our job is to’! 
accept the load and try to turn loss | 
into profit. I am beginning to) 
look forward to it as an inlerest- | 
ing experience, not without some) 
pleasure, and, I hope, some profit 
to my State.”

“Talking pictures have been a 
great boon to players, Talkies re- 
quire players to be actors, not 
merely good photographic subjects. 
Players in talking pictures must be 
genuine creativé artists. In silent 
films, a director moved his actors 
almost like puppets on a string, 
creating in them an illusion of 
skill and ability. In talking pic- 
tures, however, the actor is placed 
entirely upon his own responsibil- 
ity. The director of. course, 
shapes the ‘feel’ and ‘tempo’ of the 
scenes, but the actual interpreta- 
tion of each role is an individual 
problem for the player concerned. 

“T cannot make any predictions 
as to what we will find in the fu- 
ture of the screer, I do know 
this.

In modern times the 
Same results are obtained by the 
more scientific method of injecting 
an extract of the plant into the 
bodies of susceptible persons. 

But this measure is seldom nec- 
essary for the casual hiker or vis- 
itor to the country. The ounce of 
precaution plus a cake of soap are 
usually sufficient protection 
against the irritating rash that is 
likely to result from contact with 
poison ivy. 

Most seasoned hikers find it 
easy to recognize the vine or shrub 
by its long green stems, by the 
notched leaves growing in clusters 
of three, and by the small, green- 
ish flowers which later ripen into 
greenish white, waxy berries. Poi- 
soning, however, is‘ not always the 
result of direct ccntact. Cases

have been traced to a towel used | 


after it had been infected by con- 
tact with a shrub, and to sap from 
the roots of a plant which had 
been cut to the ground. The sap 
might have oozed into a cooking 


utensil, a dropped handkerchief or 


some other article of apparel. 

For the benefit of persons who 
fear they may have come in contact 
with poison ivy, the following pre- 
ventive measures ure recommended 
by a well-kncwn skin specialist: 

“Stand under a shower of warm 
water and wash every part of the 
body with a soap that lathers free- 
fy. Wash the hair to get rid of any 
sap which may have reached it. A 
tub bath will prove satisfactory if 
you fill the tub with water, then 


remove the stopper.and let the wa-. 


ter continue to run in and out at 
the same time so that there is a 
constant fresh supply. If you lack 
both tub and shower, a bucket cf 
water will do. 

“After the bath use rubbing al- 
cohol to dissolve any remaining pol- 
son sap, then rinse away the alco- 
hol With water. Remove all the 
clothing you wore while exposed to 
the poison ivy and wash or air each 
article,”’

rind. 


Summer squash is tasty sliced
